T he tempest and flo o d which swept 
o ver Galvesto n and the co ast co un­ 
try o f Texas Saturday and Satur­ 
day night is pro bably the greatest 
tragedy o f the century. 
The dead o f Galvesto n will num­ 
ber 1,000. 
The number o f dead in 
the co ast co untry will no t be kno wn 
fo r several days, o r may be a week, 
but as each small to wn is iieard 
fro m the sto ry is o f three dead, five 
dead, ten dead, fifteen dead, and 
so o n. 
The settlements o ff fro m 
the mo re easily reached to wns are 
as yet inaccessible. 
The pro perty lo ss is incalculable. 
Galvesto n is practically in ruins. 
' The state o f Texas will act 
thro ugh the perso n o f Go verno r 
Sayers, but the tragedy is so ap­ 
palling, and the mo ney lo ss so 
great that the aid o f the peo ple o f 
all the unio n may be needed. 
It 
is estimated that between 
4,000 and 5,000 buildings in Gal­ 
vesto n have been destro yed. 
Of 
tho se that stand many will have to 
be to rn do wn as a matter o f safety. 
T o bury the dead will be a tavt« k o f 
several days. 
The who le so uth 
side o f the city, fro m end to end, 
was stripped o f every vestige o f 
habitatio n tro m the sho re line to a 
po int 1,000 feet no rth. 
Few , if any, buildings escaped 
injury. 
The dead fro m the graves 
were washed up and cast o ut upo n 
the waters, and the sho re o f the 
bay is littered with co rpses, while 
eight o cean steamers and 
many 
small craft were to rn fro m their 
mo o rings and stranded miles away 
fro m the city, so me to bleach and 
ro t. 
It will be a mo nth, perhaps, 
befo re a train can reach Galvesto n, 
and all co mmunicatio n will.have to 
be by bo at. 
T he wreck o f 
Galvesto n was 
bro ught abo ut by a tempest so ter­ 
rible that no wo rds can adequately 
describe its intensity, and by a 
flo o d which turned the city into a 
raging sea. 
The weather bureau 
reco rds sho w that the wind attain­ 
ed a velo city o f eighty-fo ur miles 
an ho ur; then the wind-measuring 
instrument blew away, so it is im­ 
po ssible to tell what was the maxi­ 
mum. 
The sto rm began at 2 o ’clo ck 
Saturday mo rning. 
By 3 o ’clo ck 
the waters o f the bay and gulf met 
and by dark the entire city was 
submerged. 
The flo o ding o f the 
electric light plant and the 
g a s 
co m pany facto ry Jleft the city in 
darkness.

T he wind was then at cyclo nic 
height, 
ro o fs, 
cisterns,

Sa turda y Nig ht. 


THKN EYKRYTHING GOES 


Wliat I he City Fathers Did At the Ad­ 
journed Meeting That Was 
Held Last A'ight. 


The city council met last night 
anc prohibited the blowing of tin 
horns during street fair until Sat­ 
urday night, when general revelry 
will be allowed; also, prohibited 
the throwing of cornmeal, water, 
and the use of bells. 
it decided, too, to allow the use 
of light 
ubber balls (blowouts) 
and confetti. 
It further decided that anyone 
caught blowing a horn before Sat­ 
urday night should be arrested aud 
fined, and decided to prohibit the 
thiow ing of cornmeal, water and 
hard rubber balls at all times. 
Mr. Porter declined to vote. 
Before the ordinance was passed 
L. P. Andrews, president of the 
street Fair association, addressed 
the council, and stated that the as­ 
sociation would employ special po­ 
lice during the week. 
He also talked in favor of pro­ 
hibiting the use of tin horns and 
the 
throwing of 
cornmeal 
and 
water, and spoke in favor of the 
articles allowed in the ordinance. 
Chief of Police Love addressed 
the council and stated he and his 
force had done the best possible to 
protect the interests of the citizens 
and that he could do the work no 
longer with the present force. 
He 
said that he needed one more man 
in order to do tlie work better, and 
ii sis ed that he be given another 
ollicf r. 
lie 
sa’d 
he 
was in favor of 
curta ling the expenses of the city, 
but aaded that the 
police force 
was the wrong place for retrench­ 
ment. 
Mayor Crawford made 
a neat 
address in favor of another officer, 
but the matter of appointing one 
was deferred for a couple of days. 
C ity Engineer Zoll stated that 
the condition of the main sewer 
was very bad at present, and that 
it was stopped up and needed im­ 
mediate repairs. 
Mr. Zoli also asked for three 
btoue crossings for Fourth and E n ­ 
gineer streets. 
Mr. Etiiridge said it would be 
only a short time until ihe main 
sewer would cause serious trouble 
unless repaired at once. 
He said 
it would necessitate the opening 
and raising of the sewer to allow 
the water lo pass off in a proper 
manner.

— Flor­ 
ence Pearl Voris, the pretty 20- 
year-old daughter of Rev. G. A . 
Voris, 
of 
Memphis, 
Saunders 
county. Neb. , suffering from the 
effects of belladonna administered 
with 
murderous intent, left Lin­ 
coln for her home with her mother 
yesterday afternoon. 
R ev. Albert Betties lingers be­ 
tween life and death, the result of 
a larger dose of the same drug, 
taken with suicidal intent. Should 
he recover, as seems probable, it 
will only be to face the charge of 
attempting to murder the winsome 
country lassie, whom he had per­ 
suaded to leave home and follow 
him. 
The girl’s father is in Lincoln, 
intent on prosecuting Betties should 
he recover. 
Betties i<i 45 years old and claims 
to be heir to an estate in England. 
He and Miss Voris last Thursday 
engaged a room at a lodging house, 
claiming to be man and wife. They 
borrowed of the landlord 55 cents 
with which to get a trunk from 
the depot and then put it up with 
him as security for 75 cents addi­ 
tional. 
Betties claimed to be expecting 
a large check from England, on 
the receipts of which he and his 
wife, he said, would start for Lon­ 
don to claim the estate, to which 
he had just fallen heir. 
N o check 
came, and for four 
days the twain lived 
on the 
75 
cents borrowed from the landlord, 
part of which was spent for bella­ 
donna, and II cents of which re­ 
mained in the man’s pockets when 
he and the girl were found uncon­ 
scious in their room. 
This 
discovery 
was made 
by 
Landlord 
J. 
H. 
Remaine. 
Dr. 
Holyoke was summoned, and the 
girl was soon resucitated. 
Miss Voris says Betties had a 
flask of the poison and drank more 
than half himself, telling her to 
swallow the remainder, which she 
did. 
She says he represented that 
it was a preventive of sea sickness, 
and would enable them to make 
their coming voyage in comfort. 
A t her request, 
her 
father and 
mother were summoned, and came 
to town. 
Rev. Mr. Voris is a minister of 
the Evangelical faith. 
He has no 
regular charge, 
but 
preaches 
at 
various places. 
He said that Bet­ 
ties, too, was a minister, ordained 
by his church. 
Both the mother 
and father were suffering under a 
nervous strain and both were bitter 
against the man who misled their 
daughter. 
Beetles came to their home in 
Memphis about a year ago. 
It is 
charged he induced Miss Betties to 
accompany him to Omaha, where 
he promised to 
marry 
her, and 
where he said a check for $3, 000 
was awaiting 
him. 
W hen 
his 
promise was not fulfilled, the girl 
returned to her home. 
Last June she came to Lincoln, 
and until recently has worked in 
the 
Atlantic 
hotel. 
Betties fol­ 
lowed her and succeeded in renew­ 
ing the old relations. 
Betties is guarded by an officer, 
while Rev. Mr. Voris awaits the 
opportunity to prosecute him.
